Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  1959. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Presteigne  Urban 

District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  upon  the 
Health  of  the  Urban  District  for  1959. 

The  general  health  of  the  District  has  been  good 
and  there  have  been  no  epidemics. 

The  polio-myelitis  vaccination  campaign  has  met 
with  good  response  and  the  age -limit  has  now  been 
raised  to  40. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  there  is  a steady  drain  in 
population  of  about  ten  people  every  year,  although  the 
birth  rate  and  death  rate  remain  more  or  less  constant. 

There  are  no  vacant  houses  in  Presteigne  and 
when  a house  does  become  unoccupied  it  is  immediately 
taken.  Moreover  there  is  virtually  no  unemployment 
and  there  is  a demand  for  labour. 

I do  not  believe  that  th  3 existing  housing  applica- 
tion list  is  a true  picture  of  the  demand,  many  young 
couples  to  whom  I speak  say  that  it  is  useless  to  enter 
their  names  as  there  is  no  hope  of  a vacancy. 

May  I point  out  to  the  Council  that  there  has  been 
no  building  of  any  sort  for  seven  years  and  no  house 
built  for  ten  years. 

I have  to  thank  the  Clerk  and  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  for  their  help  and  co-operation.

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  third  Annual 
Report,  upon  the  work  carried  out  and  falling  within  my 
scope  during  1959. 

During  the  year  under  review  routine  work 
continued  to  form  the  major  portion  of  my  duties  and  a 
comparison  with  the  report  for  1958  will  reveal  a 
considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  visits  in  connec- 
tion with  Housing  work  particularly  in  relation  to  repairs 
etc.,  at  Council  Housns. 

It  is  pleasing  to  have  to  record  again,  in  connec- 
tion with  Meat  Inspection,  that  the  meat  sold  in  the 
town  continues  to  be  of  a high  quality  and  that  the 
percentages  affected  with  disease  remain  very  low ; it 
will  be  noted  that  it  was  again  unnecessary  to  condemn 
more  than  small  portions  of  carcases  and  that  no 
condemnations  were  made  for  tuberculosis. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Council  for  their  consideration,  to  express  my 
thanks  to  Dr.  Walker,  and  to  your  Clerk,  Mr.  Sellers,  for 
their  help  and  co-operation.
